FINANCE Ministry holds the 
dubious distinction of being the sub- 
ject of the highest number of com- 
Plaints to the Ombudsman by the 
public ~ for the second year run- 
ning. | - 

‘There were 526 complaints lodg- 
ed last year, and the Ombudsman 
dealt with 474, of whith 276 were 
found justified, During the previous 
year there were 875 complaints, the 
office dealt with 529, and found 
325 justified | 
scone one complaints, natural- 

concerned imcome and property 
taxes, succession taxes and cus- 
toms. Some concerned work comdi- 
tions under the Civil Service Com- 
mission. The high number of com- 
plaints is explained, in part, by the 
ee that the Finance has 

the greatest contact with the pub- 
lie, But the high proportion of jus- 
tifled complaints — also the highest 
of all the Government offices (ex- 
cept those with very few com- 
plaints) — indicates this is not the 
only reason. 

Among the examples cited In the 
Ombudsman’s third annual report: 
@ <A man suffering from a heart 
ailment asked the Income Tax Com- 
mission for full exemption from tax, 
as he was considered 100 per cent 
disabled. He received in reply a 
form letter listing disabil?ties which 
entitle one to exemptions, and stat- 
that since has disability was not 
on that list he was not entitled to 
one.
